John D. Rockefeller, Jr., died today 
at her homo of a heart attack, 


Mrs. Rockefeller was the former 


Abbv Green Aldrich, daughter of 
U. S. Sen. Nelson W, Aldrich of 


hodo Island, 
She married 
the 


iresent head of the famous Rocke- 
jller family In 1901. 
!j"They have five sons—John 
D. 
II, Nelson, Laurance, 
Winthrop 


und David—and a daughter—Abby. 
Mrs. Rockefeller was a sister of 
l^'inthrop Aldrich, the noted bank- 
ci. 


She died at 9:15 a. m. (EST) at 
her home, 740 Park Ave. 


Mrs, Rockefeller's husband, con- 


sidered one of the* nation's weathl- 
est men, has an estimated personal 
fortune of betwe.en $250,000,000 and 
$400,000,000. But she avoided pub- 
licity and her namo rarely appear- 
ed In the news. 


One of her main Interests was an 
art collection valued at 
$200,000, 
She presented the major part of It 
to tho Museum of Modern Art in 
New York several years ago. 


Her 
family 
possessed 
great 
wealth. Sen. Aldrich for years was 
one of the most powerful members 
of the U. 8. Senate.
